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PARCEL POST REGULATIONS. 



A general parcel post in the United States is provided for in sec- 
tion 8 of the act of August 24, 1912. 

Section 1. That hereafter fourth class mall matter 
shall embrace all other matter. Including farm and 
factory products, not now embraced by law In either 
the'flrst, second, or third class, not exceeding eleven 
pounds In weight, nor greater In size than seventy-two 
Inches in length and girth combined, nor in form or 
kind llkel; to Injure the person of any postal employee 
or damage the mall equipment or other mall matter 
and not of a cbar.acter perishable wltbln a period rea- 
sonably re<ltilred for transportation and delivery. 

Sea. 2. That for the purposes of tbls section the 
United States and Its several Territories and posses- 
sions, excepting the Philippine Islands, shall be di- 
vided Into units of area thirty minutes square, iden- 
tical with a quarter of the area formed by the inter- 
secting parallels of latitude and meridians of longi- 
tude, represented on appropriate postal maps or plans, 
and such units of area shall be the basis of eight 
postal zones, as follows: 

(a) The first zone shall Include all territory within 
such quadrangle, In conjunction with every contiguous 
quadrangle, representing an area having a mean radial 
distance of approximately fifty miles from the center 
of any given nnlt of area.

Seo. 4. That the Postmaster General shall provide 
such special equipment, maps, stamps, directories, 
and printed Instructions as may be necessary for the 
administration of this section; and for the purposes 
of this section, and to supplement ezlstiiig appropria- 
tions, including the hiring of teams and drivers, there 
is hereby appropriated, out of any money In the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of seven 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

2. The classification of articles mailable as well as fm 
the weight limit, the rates of postage, zone or aones, etc 
and other conditions of mallabllity under this act. If 
the Postmaster General shall find on experl«ice that 
they or any of tliem are such as to prevent the ship- 
ment of articles desirable, or to permanently render 
the cost of the service greater than the receipts of 
the revenue therefrom, he is hereby authorized, sub- 
ject to the consent ot the Interstate Commerce Oom- 
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mission after liiTestigation, to re-form from time to 
time such claBSlficatlos, weight limit, rates, zone or 
aonee or coadlUoBs, or dtlter. In 4»der to promote 
the service to the public or to insure the receipt of 
revenue from such service adeqtiate to pay the cost 
thereof. 

Sea. S, The Postmaster General shall make provision 
by r^ulatlon for the ludemniflcatlon of shippers, for 
shipment Injured or lost, by insurance or otherwise, 
and, when desired, for the collection on delivery of 
the postage and price of the article shipped, fixing 
such charges aa may be necessary to pay the cost of 
iuch additional services. 

2. The Postmaster General may readjust the com- 
pensation of star-route and screen-wagon contractoi's 
If it should appear that as a result of the parcel post 
system the weight of the malls handled by them has 
been materially Increased. Before such readjustment, 
however, a detailed account must be kept as to the 
amount of business handled by such star-route or 
screen-wagon contractors before and after this section 
becomes effective for such a period as to cleatOy dem- 
onstrate the amount of the Increase and that Buch 1d- 
crease In the weight of the mails was due to the 
adoption of the parcel post system. 

3. That the establishment of sones and postage 
rates of this section shall go Into effect January Srst, 
nineteen hundred and thirteen.

LIMIT OF WEIOHT AND SIZE. 

Seo. 15. If a parcel exceeds eleven pounds in weight or 
is greater in size than seventy-two inches in length and 
girth combined, it must be refused, no matter how small 
the excess may be in either case.

Admissible liquids and oils, in packages not o,,^"Vo''r loLi 
exceeding eleven pounds in wei^t, will be accepted for *""""■ 
mailing when intended for delivery at the office of mail- 
ing or on a rural route starting therefrom, when inclosed 
in a glass or metal container, securely elided and heavily 
wrapped, provided it is not necessary to transport them 
over steam or electric railways. 

Sec. 22. Admissible liquids and oils, pastes, salves, or For »ii »!»■. 
other articles easily liquefiable. will be accepted for mail- 
ing regardless of distance when they conform to the fol- 
lowing conditions : 

2. When in glass bottles, the quantity must not exceed ^^J" '■ '^^ 
twelve ounces, liquid measure. The bottle must be very 

strong and must be inclosed in a block or tube of metal, 
wood, papier-mach£, or similar material; and there must 
be provided between the bottle and the block or tube 
a cushion of cotton, felt, or other absorbent. The block 
or tube, if of wood, must be at least three-sixteentlis of 
an inch thick in its thinnest part; if of papler-mach4 
or similar material, it must be at least one-eighth ol 
an inch thick for bottles holding two ounces or less, and 
at least five thirty-seconds of an inch thick for bottles 
holding more than two ounces. The block or tube must 
be rendered water-tight by an application of paraffine or 
other suitable substance.

Pastes, salves, etc, not easily liquefiable, will _p»^h; *^^^;f< 
be accepted for mailing when inclosed in water-tight ik 
metal containers and placed in a strong pasteboard or 
wooden box and securely wrapped. 
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" See. S4. Manafacturers or dealers intendiiig to trans- 
mit articles in considerable quantities should submit to 
the postmaster at the mailing office for approval a speci- 
men parcel, showing the manner of packing. 
■* Sec. SiS. When sharp pointed instrumeiits are offered 
for mailing, the points must be capped or encased, so that 
they can not cut through their covering. Blades mnst 
be bound so that the;* will remain firmly attached to each 
other or within their handles or sockets. 

Sec. 26. Seeds and other admissible articles, which are 
liable from their form or nature to loss or damage un- 
less specially protected, may be put up in sealed en- 
velopes of material sufficiently transparent to show the 
contents clearly without opening. 

See. 27. Ink powders, pepper, snuff, or other similar 
powders, not explosive, or any similar pulverized dry 
substance, not poisonous, may be sent in the mails when 
inclosed in the manner prescribed herein for liquids (see 
sec. 22), or when inclosed in cases made of metal, wood, 
papier-mach^, or similar material, in such manner as to 
render impossible the escape of any of the contents. 

Sec. 28. Flour of all kinds must be put up in such ma];^ 
ner as to prevent the package breaking or cracking or the 
flour being scattered in the mails. 

Sec. 29. Queen bees, live insects, and dried reptiles may 
be mailed in accordance with the instructions of the 
Department of Agriculture as promulgated by the Post 
Office Department under order number 6242, of May 
4, 1912. 
k, Sec. 30, Seeds of fruit, nursery Stock, and all other 
plant products for propagation, may be mailed in accord- 
ance with the instructions of the Department of Agricul- 
ture as promulgated by Post Office Department orders, 
number 6313, of May 29, 1912 ; number 6655, of November 
16, 1912; and number 6674, of November 27, 1912. 

Sec. 31. Candies, confectionery, yeast cakes, soap in 
hard cakes, etc., must be inclosed in boxes and so wrapped
